Tottry has 
too aifijiy r/.v.'.ifi .-.nd aspects for 
classification. Sir Kennell did no! 
>Kllptr.pt to frivc an exact definition of 
the "intangiMe essence of poetry", but 
5n his address he expressed the dif- 
ferent senses in -nhich poelry may be 
considered. The fpllowin.c three par- 
etrraphs are direct Quelations fron 
Sir Rennell's Address.

•we îeel to be the poetry 'of life, a 
poetry •which exists quite independ- 
anily of its expression in articulate 
Ejieech. 

"Is is not perhaps the virtue Im- 
plicit in this secondary sense, tvhich 
Is really the primarj- condition, the 
Inspiration of the art n-hich Interprets 
it, and -n-iiich, when apprehended and 
c: i MiiîTlï^d sz\s the Isnruare that 
jnoEl aj'prorriBlely and surçestively 
reproduces ppiritual value, sets the 
iishest Etam.p on concrets poetrj-." 

Coleridge is reported to have said: 
"Ail poets will Ç0 to hell because they 
are such incorrigible liars". Sir Een- 
nell: diBagrees •>\^ith this statement 
"Poetry relates ete-r.al truth". 
Bythm and harmony are tuo znyt- 
terious laws of our being ;a-v. ; uhivi: 
1VÇ do II'.''. unàç-:-i;i6nd. Jjdga.r Ai:>-n 
Poe said that poetry is the ma.teriu.1 
basis lor things of the spirit, "music 
combined with an Inspiring Idea". 
AVlthoiit the idea it is only jnuKic and 
without the music may call it 

prose. Arnold wro'i.'.: '•poetry at- 
taches emotion to the idea. The ideu 
is Immortal.'' 

Poetry in its concrete fwriu has been 
the earliest mode -jr •.uiMiig e.\- 
prt-HSion by civliizod man. Jtiligion 
replaces jellgloii but liie uri<;onsciouK 
poetry of reliifions tiiousands of years 
old survives. Sir Rennell gave several 
Quotations from ancient poems that 
have -withstood the ravages of time 
end tiifc ;t'J\ uiii.t vf viv.liiiaiion. How 
inaccurately should «e grasp tiic 
spirit of tiie middle ages witliout the 
i'eranants of poetry ,lianded down to 
us? Among these old poems we find 
licautiful lyrics "v.-i.ici: i.iU! iI.l liuart 
across tlie c<--iUui .cf." i'-acll hUi;i;ti;d-. 
Ing ago will liavc its own appropriate 
pootry suitable to the social and pol- 
itical conditions of the limes. Only a 
•mall part of tbe output of any age 
reaches perfection and survives.'

It has been .suggested tliat the best definition 
of the word "highbrow" is that "A highbrow is 
a person whose knowledge has exceeded his in- 
telh'gence." 

Socrates was no highbrow, but many college 
men are, if we accept this definition. Socrates 
did not set out to acquire knowledge particularly, 
but to understand those things that he did know. 
College men, sometimes, though by all means, not 
always, set out to accumulate as much know- 
ledge as they can, and hurry from course to 
course to learn all about what the big words 
mean so that ihcy can talk learnedly if not lucid- 
ly about psycholog>- and sociolog\- and etymo- 
logy. By and by they build up a tottering struc- 
ture of information swaying precariously' on a 
slender structure of understanding. Every time 
one burrs up p.gai:i.«< such a prrson .-i crumbling 
piece of precarious .structure falls off to impress 
the casual listener with the diversity of know- 
ledge which a mere four years at college has 
achieved. 

It is no wonder that the "highbrow" and the 
omniscient college boy i.s in disfavour in many 
]>art.=;, aiic! :h;:: peopic often wonder why ir i.= 
that a person who knows so much .should make 
SO many mistakes in the course of life, where 
the problems are the same to the educated and 
the uneducated alike. All the infornifition at the 
ready finger tips of these people seen:? useless 
in solving the common little troubile? that come 
up from rime to time. Particularly does the fail- 
ure of these people become apparent in the mat- 
ter of understanding other people and other 
viewpoints. Their verj- learning leads to dog- 
matism, and the essence of a liberal education, 
îinderstanding, is suborned to an overbearing 
assurance, -whicii tells the -world that there is one 
person at anj' rate who knows what he is talk- 
ing about. 

Probably the tendency towards this sort of . 
attitude has grown a little Jess in the last few 
years, and there are verj* many people in the col- 
legés today to whom the above remarks do not 
apply. Students — ^real students — ^realize that 
what is desired is an understanding of the things 
of human experience, not simply a tabulation of 
the findings of men. The task of the student is 
to simplify knowledge, not to complicate it — ^to 
xmderstand it, not to pile it up in little heaps 
over which one is continually stumbling.
